This ACCOUNT commences with the appointment of James Cuffe, Esquire, as Treasurer to 
the Commissioners of Barracks and Board of Works. In the year 1795 he succeeded the late 
Right honourable Henry Theophilus Clements, whose Account up to the 25th March 1795, the 
conclusion of his Treasurership, was finally settled in 1797, and a balance of two hundred and 
sixty pounds and eleven-pence farthing appears to have been then due by that Officer to the Public : 
That balance, as struck by the Commissioners of Imprest Accounts, is not recognized by this Ac- 
count, it being deposed to us that Mr. Cuffe never received it. 

This Account being almost wholly unsupported by the numerous Artificers and other Bills of 
Particulars necessary to elucidate and support the Expenditures on this service, and all our endea- 
vours to procure these documents proving ineffectual, by reason of the very negligent mode in which 
they were preserved in the Department, at the same time that it was manifested that, consistently 
with the general practice, none of them had ever come into the possession of the Treasurer, we 
submitted for the consideration of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, that we might audit the Account 
of Mr. Cuffe as a Cash Account, charging the monies issued on account of this Service, and dis- 
charging him of all sums for which he might produce Orders of Payment by a competent number of 
Commissioners of the Board of Works, and the corresponding Receipts of the Persons in whose 
favour such Orders were drawn, reserving all scrutiny into the propriety and foundation of such 
Orders of Payment, until the Commissioners of the Board of Works shall have made up their A c- 
counts with the Public ; and his Grace the Lord Lieutenant having been pleased to signify his 
approbation of our proceeding in this manner, we have examined this Account accordingly. 

This Account being then a mere Abstract of Cash Receipts and Payments by the Treasurer, on 
account of the Civil Services of the Commissioners from 1795 to 5th January 1802, when the Board 
of Works ceased to have any concern with or superintendence of the business of the Barrack 
Department, and at which period Mr. Cuffe was discontinued as their Treasurer ; the issues from 
the Treasury for the Service of the Commissioners of .the Board of Works, within the above period, 
form the Charge ; and the Discharge comprizes the sums paid by the Treasurer under the Orders 
of a competent Board. 

The present Treasurer never acted personally ; two of the persons who executed the Duties of 
his Office having died some years ago, and their Representatives becoming thereby possessed of the 
Vouchers, and declining to surrender them, much difficulty and delay unavoidably occurred before 
the Accounts could be made up and furnished to this Office. 

Why the Accounts of the Department, prior to the death of these persons, were not annually 
made up, and regularly furnished from 1795, has not been satisfactorily accounted for; but not 
being justified in attributing the delay to any interested motives, we can only ascribe it to the 
effects of negligence and inattention in those then acting for the Treasurer, and a want of vigilance 
highly culpable in that Board, whose duty it was to superintend the Accounts and Expenditure. 
It is but proper however to observe, that, during the whole of this period, no advance or issue was 
made to the Board, until an Abstract, detailing under specific heads the application of all prior 
Grants, was exhibited to the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury : These Abstracts may have 
been supposed by the Board and its Officers to have been sufficient Accounts, and, though unac- 
companied by Vouchers, must have given the Public security against any unnecessary issue 
being made. 

This Account was made up by two Accountants, who were employed by Mr. Cuffe for this 
specific purpose, and who depose, that they have fairly extracted all the Items from the Office 
Books, which they were allowed to inspect within the Barrack Department, and such Vouchers ap- 
pertaining thereto, as were handed to them ; and that, to the best of their belief and knowledge, it 
is a just and accurate Statement of the Treasurer’s Receipts and Payments, as far as they had the 
means of judging from the Books and Vouchers exhibited to them. 

The Supervisor of Accounts, in whose custody the Office Books were preserved, has deposed, 
that those Books were correctly kept, and contain entries of the particulars of all Orders of Pay- 
ment by the Commissioners on the Treasurer, and that, with the exception of cancelled Orders, 
the Treasurer is fairly entitled to credit for the whole amount of the Orders appearing in those 

Books. The cancelled Orders, he observes, are specially notified in the Books ; and he does not 
recollect an instance of any complaint ever having been made of those acting for the Treasurer 
withholding payment of the amount of an Order regularly issued. 

Mr. James Collins, who acted for several years as Deputy or Pay Clerk to the Treasurer, died in 
Office, and was succeeded by Mr. David Courtney, who continued to execute the like Duties for 
some time ; this Gentleman is now also dead ; and it being deposed to us, that many of the

Vouchers, viz. the Orders of Payment, with the corresponding Receipts for the period during 
which these persons thus acted, were in the possession of Mrs. Collins, the Widow and Represen- 
tative of Mr. James Collins ; we called on that lady to attend and produce them. 

Vouchers in aid of this Account were accordingly exhibited by her to the extent of sixty-four 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-four pounds twelve shillings and ten-pence farthing, for which, 
it was admitted that the Treasurer was entitled to credit; Mrs. Collins, however, declined to part 
with the possession, alleging that there is an unsettled Account between her late Husband Mr. 
Courtney, and Mr. Cuffe, in aid of which these Vouchers might be useful to her. We advised 
with His Majesty’s Attorney General, who informed us, that we had no powers under the Act by 
which we are constituted, to enforce the delivery, and that the exhibit of the Vouchers might 
enable us to discharge our duty. 

Under the authority of this advice, we have allowed the sums for which Vouchers have been 
thus exhibited : but in adopting this proceeding, we have deviated from the long-established usage 
of our Office, which had been, not to allow to the credit of an Accountant, any sum for which 
a written Voucher was not produced (unless where the loss of such Voucher had been substan- 
tiated) to remain of Record with us, as a security to the Public against the possibility of double 
Charges, and always within the power of the party to inspect or have exhibited in any Court of 
Law or Equity ; and indeed the utility of this Check is so obvious, that could we foresee any 
similar case to the present as likely to arise, we would humbly suggest, that it might be expedient 
.to have the Law in this particular amended. 

Exclusive of the sum of sixty-four thousand eight hundred and twenty-four pounds twelve 
shillings and ten-pence farthing, for which, Vouchers thus continue in the custody of a third 
person, the further sum of one hundred and ten thousand two hundred and seventy-eight pounds 
six shillings and one penny, is also vouched by written Documents, which remain in our Depart- 
ment. 

Such of the other Disbursements as we have been satisfied, from a minute inspection of the 
Books of the Department, and the testimony on oath of the Officers employed therein, have 
been paid under competent authority, we have allowed, and have particularised such of them as 
exceed thirty-pounds, with our reasons for the allowance, as required by the 35th section of 
52d of the King, c. 52 ; thus though we are satisfied of the actual Expenditure by the Trea- 
surer, under the orders of three Commissioners, of all Monies entrusted to him for this Service, 
yet not having the Artificers and other Bills of Particulars of this Expenditure before us, we can 
only assume on the credit of the Commissioners, that there existed some foundation for their orders,, 
and that value was given to the Public for the amount of this Expenditure. 

We have allowed to the credit of die Accountant, four diousand eight hundred and twelve 
pounds nine shillings and eleven-pence halfpenny, which sum was repaid into His Majesty’s 
Treasury on 14th November 1801, as appears by a Certificate produced to us from the Teller of 
the Exchequer ; and we have added to the Charge, and finally disallowed, die sum of nine thou- 
sand eight hundred and sixty-seven pounds six shillings and four-pence. 

The Balance of seventeen thousand three hundred and sixty-two pounds two shillings and one 
farthing due to the Treasurer, is to be transferred to his credit, on the account of his Treasurership 
to the Barrack Department for die same period ; which Account is now under examination of die 
Commissioners for auditing Military Accounts.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 

n the Account of JAMES CUFFE, Esquire, late Treasurer to the Board of Works. 



IN Reference to the foregoing Report, which was made by us to His Grace the late Lord Lieu- 
tenant and the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, on the 24th June last, on our Audit of the 
Accounts of James Cuffe, Esquire, late Treasurer of the Board of Works, for Expenditures made 
by him on that Service from April 1795 to 5th January 1802 : We beg leave now to state, for the 
information of His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant; and both Houses of Parliament, that it having 
been communicated to us, subsequently to the date of said Report, dial certain Vouchers applicable 
to that Account, were in possession of die Widow and personal Representative of die late Mr. James 
Collins, who had been a Clerk in the Treasurer’s Department, as was stated in our Report, which 
were not amongst those exhibited to us in the progress of our examination of tiiat Account, they 
having been mixed by accident with Vouchers for Barrack Service in her possession, and were since 
discovered : We therefore, in consequence of such information, issued our Precept requiring the 
attendance of Mrs. Collins, and commanding her to exhibit such Vouchers applicable to this Service, 
as she was possessed of, and had not already produced.

The above Sums were allowed by us in our Audit Of said Account, though then imperfectly 
vouched ; and as they respectively exceeded thirty pounds, we detailed them at foot of the Account, 
with the reasons for our Allowance, pursuant to .tire 35th Section, 53d of the King, chap. 52. 

Similar Vouchers were also exhibited in support of some items contained in the Said Account, 
amounting in gross to sixty-five pounds twelve sliillings and three-pence, which had been also pre- 
viously allowed by us ; but being severally under the sum of thirty pounds, were not particularized : 
Vouchers also appeared for some Credits on this Service, which are not comprized in the Account 
delivered to us, and which formed the subject matter of our Report of June last.

Because the Orders of three Commissioners of die Board of Works, with the corresponding Receipts 
of the persons in whose favour such Orders were drawn, have been produced to us; and it is 
deposed that the Bills of Particulars op which these Payments arose, were all examined, checked, 
and the Sums ascertained to be due by die Architect, Measurer, and Supervisor of Accounts, 
although such Bills of Particulars are not now forthcoming, the Accountants having considered the 
adjustment of them by their own Officers final and conclusive. 



IN the latter end of the year 1801, the Board of Works, in pursuance of regulations by Govern-, 
ment, ceased to have any' concern with or superintendence of the Barrack Department; and 
subsequent to this separation, the Commissioners employed three of their Officers, the Architect. 
Measurer, and Supervisor of Accounts, to make out and lay before them, a final Statement and 
detailed Aecpunt of the several claims of die Artificers, &c. for Civil Buildings for sundry periods, 
ending 5th January 1802. 

This Statement having been made out, showing the gross amount of each Claim, the deductions 
these Officers found necessary to make therefrom, the Advances or Sums previously paid on account 
by the Department, (which principally constitutes the Discharge of the Treasurer's Account for the 
.same period,) and the net Balances then due to each individual ; the Board of Works, m July 1802, 
memorialed the Lord Lieutenant, praying that they might be enabled to discharge the amount of 
these Balances so ascertained, and Issues to the extent of thirty-eight thousand five hundred and 
twenty-four pounds ten shillings and ten-pence, were accordingly directed to be unprested to them 
for that purpose. 

This Account, when sent into this Office, being unaccompanied by any of the Bilk of Particulars 
on which the Balances were struck, and being only vouched by the Cash Receipts of die individuals 
to whom they were due and paid ; under the Orders of the Board, we did not think that any great 
utility could’ be derived to the Public from our audit of it, without an examination of the original 
Rills "of Particulars. 

Considerable delay occurred before we were furnished with any part of these very numerous Docu- 
ments, many of wliich are still wanting. The Commissioners of the Board of Works, and the 
-Officers to whom they had been referred for settlement, imagining the examination, in the manner 
before alluded tp, was final and conclusive, neglected to take that care of them which should have 
ensured their production for our final audit. 

Such of the Bills as have been furnished, have been checked in this Department ; and finding 
-considerable variation between the result of this examination, and that which had been previously 
made by the Officers of the Board of Works, we personally examined on oath those Officers, with a 
-view to reconcile the differences, which we, however, observed almost uniformly to be in favour of 
the Public. 

They have deposed, that all these Bills were examined by them with the utmost care ; and Mr. 
Behan the Cheque Measurer, adds, that on that occasion he particularly examined and checked the 
prices and rates of the several Articles comprised in the Bills of Particulars, and that all proper 
deductions for overcharges, in either price or calculation, were then made, as he best recollects, to 
nearly the amount of six thousand pounds; and iw does not think that any Duplicates or Copies of 
the original Bills, (if it were even practicable to obtain them,) would now answer for a due exami- 
nation by us, as they would not exhibit the particular cause of the deductions, whether in calculation 
or price • and that being fully impressed with the idea that this settlement was final, sufficient care 
-was not taken to preserve the Bills ; and these Officers are all convinced, that no injustice has been 
done the Public, and that no advantage would be derived from a further examination of the Bills 
thus lost. 

We have therefore, under a full consideration ef all these circumstances, thought it better to close 
die Account, and have allowed all the Balances thus ascertained by the Officers, subsequently paid 
under the orders of the Commissioners of die Board of Works, and vouched by corresponding 

Receipts. 

In conmHap.ce with the 35th section of the 52d of the King, chap. 52, we have detailed such 
items of the Account as exceed thirty pounds, where Biite of Particulars have not been produced, and 
which therefore must be considered as defectively vouched. 

Our disallowances have increased the Balance of twenty pounds eight shillings and five-pence 
halfpenny, as stated by the Accountants to be due to the Public, and which has been credited by 
them in their annual Account of ordinary Services for the year ended 5th January 1808

In the interval between the 21st October 1812 and the 27th March 1813, the preceding Accounts were surren • 
dered to us for Audit. 

We have examined a Commissioner, the Assistant Secretary, Architect, Measurer, and Supervisor of Accounts* 
who have severally deposed, that the Expenditures have been authorized by Government, that the Works wei e 
well executed, and the Furniture and other articles supplied, with due regard to economy, and agreeably to the 
instructions received from time to time from Government. 

The Architect has deposed, that such of the old Stores of Furniture, &c. as had become completely useless, wore 
fairly sold by public auction to the highest bidder, after regular notice, and the net proceeds paid by him into His 
Majesty’s Treasury, and that such of them os could be again used, were usefully applied. The produce of these

sales not appearing on the Public Accounts, we called for a return of the particulars, by which they appear to have 
amounted, within the period of the Accounts, to nine hundred and seventy-nine pounds six shilling and eight-nence ■ 
and this sum we have added to Charge and Discharge. ° 1 ’ 

In this Return, the Accountants also acknowledge the receipt of two sums of one hundred and fifty pounds ten 
shillings and three-pence halfpenny, and seventy-nine pounds sixteen shillings and ten-pence, not stated on the 
Accounts, and which they represent to be voluntary re-payments made by Sir Edward Baker Littlehales, baronet 
and Major Ready, and are the amount of Expenditures which had been erroneously introduced into the Public 
Accounts of this Department, which, on re-consideration by them, were refunded by those individuals for whose 
service the Expenditures had been incurred ; these Sums appearing also, by the Treasury Acquittances, to have 
been paid over by the Accountants, we have added to the Account in Charge and Discharge, and beg to suggest 
that in future all Monies received and paid may be fully stated on the face of the Account. 

The Establishment under this Board being limited by the regulations of Government, and no direct authority- 
having been produced to us to authorize any excess, we have disallowed the Charge made in these Accounts for 
the assistance of extra Clerks, which amounts to four hundred and two pounds five shillings and nine-pence. 

The Sum of one hundred and forty-three pounds and eight-pence, one year's Paving and Lighting Tax of the 
present Bank of Ireland, having been erroneously stated by the Accountants, in a former Account, to be for the 
year ended 25th March 1804, which was subsequent to the assignment, by the Lords of the Treasury, to the Bank 
ot Ireland, we disallowed the amount; but this tax appearing now to be only up to 25th March 1803, and prior to 
the conveyance of these premises to the Bank in August 1803, we have re-admitted the amount. 

We have disallowed some duplicate Charges ; and the Architect states, that in consequence of an improved 
system adopted by him in the mode of check, it is not likely that any similar cases will occur in future. 

The payments on account, or advances to Artificers, will be re-admitted in the subsequent Account, on the final 
settlement of their respective demands. We have corrected the several errors which existed in the numerous 
castings and calculations of the Bills of Artificers, &c. ; and we subjoin an Abstract, shewing, under appropriate 
and distinct heads, the total Expenditures within the period of these Accounts.

In obedience to the orders of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, signified by the Chief Secretary’s 
letter of the 2d February last, we have audited this Supplementary Account, and have admitted two 
sums to the credit of General Johnson, upon sufficient vouchers of the payment, and proof that 
they have not been heretofore allowed in any Military or Civil Account. 

We have also re-allowed the sum of twenty-four pounds seventeen shillings and nine-pence, as 
discount paid to Messrs. Newport & Co. in Waterford ; it appearing by the evidence of Mr. James 
Maxwell, who was employed by Major Poole the Paymaster at the Depot, that it was necessarily 
incurred in exchanging Notes, whether of the Bank of Ireland or of private bankers, for specie, 
which was then required for the subsistence of the convicts. 

It having been also deposed to us that it was absolutely necessary to the Service to obtain pecu- 
niary advances from some banking house in Waterford, by reason of the delay in the receipt of 
the Government Issues, and that the sum of three hundred and sixty-three pounds three shillings 
and one halfpenny, was paid to the House of Messrs. Simon, Newport and Sons, for interest and 
commission on advances actually and bond fide made by them, we have, in pursuance of the in- 
structions of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, conveyed by Mr. Peel’s Letter, allowed this sum to 
the credit of the Accountants.

A sum of eighty pounds which had been issued between 24th of June and 24th October 1802, 
to defray the above charge of seventy-nine pounds thirteen shillings and eleven-pence, and which 
was not included in the General Treasury Certificate of the 14th December 1811, upon which we 
founded our corrections of the former Account on this Service, but which issue now appears by 
another Treasury Certificate, dated lith June 1811, as well as by the admission of the Agents, to 
have been made on this Service ; we have now charged it against General Johnson. 

The Agency claimed by Messrs. Atkinson and Woodward, we have continued as a Disallowance, 
in obedience to the orders of His Grace the Lord Lieutenant ; but we beg to observe, that General 
Johnson has represented the necessity which existed for the services of Messrs. Atkinson and 
Woodward in Dublin, and it is deposed, that much trouble, personally, and of clerks, was incurred 
by reason of this Agency, which is now without remuneration, other than the advantage which it 



may be presumed was derived from the Cash Balance in favour of the Public, of two thousand one 
nn.inds thirteen shillings and sixpence, halfpenny, remaining in their hands

Funds, above the immediate objects of Expenditure, -comes into the hands of these Accountants, 
it is their practice to make purchases of Government Stock to increase their Capital ; which Stock 
is sold as their occasions require, hence the quantity of Stock constantly varying, there sometimes 
appears in Charge, a larger Interest from their Public Securities, and sometimes a less. 

The General Return of Issues from the Treasury, made to us according to Law, certifies, that a 
Sum of thirty-six thousand five hundred and forty-seven pounds eleven shillings and ten-pence 
was advanced to this Corporation from 6th of January 1812 to 5th of January 1813, the period of 
this Account : This sum was the amount of the Light-house Duties for that year, the last quarter 
of which was due the 10th of October 1812. The Accountants, although entitled to receive the 
whole of the said sum, and although Warrants to enable them to receive the same, were granted 
by the Lords of the Treasury within the year, yet (from the Accountants not calling for their 
Warrants within the year,) they did not actually receive the sum of eight thousand seven hundred 
and sixty-nine pounds one shilling and eight-pence, part of the said sum of thirty six thousand 
five hundred and forty-seven pounds eleven shillings and ten-pence, till a few days after the period 
of this Account; viz. the. 15th of January 1813, and therefore charge themselves only with the dif- 
ference, viz. twenty-seven thousand seven hundred and seventy-eight pounds ten shillings and two- 
pence, which was actually received in period. Feeling as we do, how essential it is that the Charge 
part of our Accounts should correspond with the Treasury Certificates of Issues, which if they did 
not conclude us, would be absolutely useless, we add, in Charge against the Accountants, the 
said sum of eight thousand seven hundred and nineteen pounds one shilling and eight-pence ; they 
will of course discharge themselves of that sum in their succeeding Account ; and as it will not 
be included in the next Treasury Certificate of Issues to them, their future account will not thereby 
be substantially affected. 

Small pensions to the Widows and Orphans of persons who perished in the service of the Cor- 
poration, on the Tusker Rock, appear on the face of this Account. These Grants, the Corporation 
conceive themselves entitled to make, in consequence of the general discretion given to them. 

We have disallowed a few small sums, in all three pounds fifteen shillings and two-pence, prin- 
cipally errors in Castings and Calculations, which are detailed in the Engrossment.

PARTICULARS of ESTATES, PROPERTY, and FUNDS. 

The only Personal Property vested in the Governors, is one Bond of the late Sir Henry Ilartstonge, 
Baronet, for three hundred pounds, the Interest of winch is regularly paid, apd accounted for annually 
by the Treasurer. 

In addition to this, the only certain and permanent Income of the Hospital, is the sum of ninety- 
seven pounds a year, payable by His Majesty’s Treasury, pursuant to Act of Parliament. 

The Income arising from Subscriptions, Donations, and Grand Jury Presentments, also from the 
admission of Patients (some of whom are, hy a bye-rule of tha Hospital, required to pay twenty 
shillings on admission) is variable and uncertain. The particulars, and amount of the present year, 
are set forth in the foregoing Account. 

There is no Land or Leasehold Property whatever belonging to this Hospital, except the scite 
whereon it stands, and a yard in front of it between it and the street ; these were formerly part 
of the Fortifications of the City of Limerick ; were more lately used as a Barrack ; and were 
procured from the Ordnance Board by the late Sir Henry and Lady Hartstonge, for the purpose 
to which they are now converted. 

There is no Charge affecting the Property of this Institution, and no Debts due by it.
